PRESIDENT SPEAKS AT
MOUNT VERNON TODAY

There Must Be No Thought of Peace Until Autocracy
is Crushed---A World Message That Carries
Hope and Good Cheer.

(By Associnted Press)

WASHINGTON, July 4.—The American principal of democracy antl
freedom and equal rights to all was presented today to the world :ls.ne\'ur
before in the celebrations held in many lands, but those participating, all
celebrations looked toward Mount Vernon, the home and tomb of Ameriea’s
first president, where Wilson was the principal speaker., [ 4

WASHINGTON, July 4.—President Wilson today answeyed all feclers
for a compromise peace, with a new and unqualificd consecration of Americn
to the strugele for r'lv.'mim; military avlocraey from the earth.

At an Independence Day gathering on the gentle slopes of Mount Vernon,
home and tomb of George Washington, and surrounded by scenes which
looked upon the creation of this nation, the President addressed a small
gathering of officials and of diplomats of the allied nations.

But he spoke to the world and he spoke the logical sequel to his “force
without stint or limit” declaration of several weeks agoe.

Unreservedly, the President declared that there could be no thought of
a peace which did not mean the destruction of military autocracy or its
reduction to virtual impotence.

“A reign of law, based on the consent of the groverned and sustained by
the orgranized opinion of mankind,” was the way he summarized in a single
sentence the objects of humanity in the world war,

Whether the President was addressing his remarks directly to the recent
speech of German Foreign Seeretary von Kuehlmann; or to the foreshadows
of a renewed German peace offensive, or whether he merely took the ocea-
sion of the eelebration of American independence to emphasize to the world
the war aims of the nation ean only be divined. He did not deal with the
procram of the war or any particular phase of it, but he spoke eloquently
of America's attitude toward Germany's socalled peace treaties in the east
by erouping the people of Russin “for the moment unoreanized and help-
less,” ameng the peoples of the world standing apainst the enemics of lil-
eriy.

“The past and the present ave in deadly grapple and the peenles of the
world are being done to death between them,” said President Wilson,

“There can be but one issue. The settlement must be fina'. There
can be no compromise. No half-way decision would be tolerable. No half-
way deecision is conceivable. These are the ends for which the associnted peo-
ples of the world are fighting and which must be conceded {hem before there
can he peace:

“I. The destruction of every arbitrary power anywhere that can sep
arately, seeretly, and of its single choice disturb the peace of the world; or,

if it cannot be presently destroyed, at the least its reduction to virtual impo-
tence.

®

“IL.  The settlement of every questi
eignty, of economic arrangement, or
basis of the free acceptance o lement by the people immediately
concerned, and not upon the basis. material interest or advantage of
any other nation or people which may desire a different settlemeht for the
sake of its own exterior influence or mastery,

“II.  The consent of all nations to be governed in their conduct towards
each other by the same principles of honor and of respect for the common
law of civilized society that govern the individual eitizens of all modern
states in their relations with one another; to the end that all premises and
covenants may be sacredly observed, no private plots or conspiracies hatched,
no selfish injuries wrought with impunity, and a mutual trust established
upon the handsome foundation of a mutual respect for right.

“IV. The establishment of an organization for peace which shall
make it certain that the combined power of free nations will check every
invasion of right and serve to make peace and justice the more secure by
affording o definite tribunal of opinion to which all must submit and by
which every international readinstment that cannot be amicably agreed uvon
by the peoples directly concerned shall be sanctioned. ’

“These rreat objects ean be put into a single sentence. What we ceck
is the reien of law, based upon the censent of the governed and sustained by
the oreanized opinion of mankind.

“These great ends can not be achicved by debating and secking to recon-
cile and accommodate what statesmen may wish, with their projects for
balanees of power and of national opportunity, They ean be realized only
by the determination of what the thinkine peoples of the world desire, with
their longing hope for justice and for social freedom and onportunity.”

The President’s speech in full was as follows:

“Gentlemen of the diplomatic corps and my fellow eitizens:

“I am happy to draw apart with you to this quiet place of old counsel
in order to speak a little of the meaning of this day of our nation’s inde-
pendence. The place seems very still and remote. It is as serene and un-
touched by the hurry of the world as it was in those great days long ago
when General Washington was here and held leisurely conference with the
mer. who were to be associated with him in the ereation »f a nation. From
these gentle slopes they looked out upon the world and saw it whole, saw it
with the lipht of the future upon it, saw it with modern eyes that turned
away from a past which men of liberated spirits could no longer endure. Tt
is for that reason that we can not feel, even here in the immediate presence
of this sacred tomb, that this is a place of death. Tt was a place of achieve-
ments. A great promise that was meant for all mankind was here given
plan and reality. The associations by which we are here surrounded are the
inspiriting associntions of that noble death which is only a glorious con-
summation. From this green hillside we also ought to be able to see with
comprehending eyes the world that lies about us and should conceive anew
the purposes that must set men free.

“It is signifiecant—significant of their own character and purpose and
of the influences they were setting afoot—that Washington and his associates,
like the barons at Ruunnymede, spoke and acted, not for a class ,but for a
people Tt has been left for us to see to it that it shall be understood that
they spoke and acted, not for a single people only, but for all mankind. They
were thinking, not of themselves or of the material interests which centered
in the little groups of landholders and merchants and men of affairs with
whom they were accustomed to act, in "i‘rL'inin and the colonies to the north
and south of her, but of a people which wished to be done’ with classes and
special interests and the authority of men whom they had not themselves
chosen to rule over them, They entertained no private purposes, desired
no peculiar privilege. They were consciously planning that men of every
vlass should be free and America a place to which men out of every nation
might resort who wished to share with them the rights and privileges of
free men, And we take our cue from them,—do we not? We intend what
they intended. We, here in America, believe our participation in this present
war to be only the fruitage of what they planted. Our case differs from
theirs only in this: that it is our inestimable privilege to concert with men
out of every nation what shall make not only the liberties of America secure
but the liberties of every other people as well. We are happy in the thought
that we are permitted to do what they wWould have done had they been in
our place. There must now be settled, once for all, what was settled [or
America in the great age upon whose inspiration we draw today. This is
surely a fitting place from whichrscalmly to look out upon our task, that we
may fortify our spirits for its accomplishment. And this is the appropriate
place from which to avow, alike to the friends who look on and to the
